SACRAMENTO, March 16—[Excla- 
sive Dispatch.]

A. C. R.-19,-amended, providing 
for adjournment sine die March 15 was 
called up by Cutter in the Senate to- 
day and adopted without debate by a 
vote of 46 to &. 

There had been some expectation that 
either the Grant or Burns members 
would oppose the adoption of the reso- 
lution, and one of the Grant leaders 
stated that his opinion was that the 
members not get away before 


Wednesday. Nevertheless, all sides 
seem satisfied to adopt the resolution 
and all are rejoicing tonight in the 


prospect of a speedy return home. ~ 

There is one damper to this general 
rejoicing, and that is the fact that no_ 
Senator has been elected and, as many __ 


mem bers fear, none mav he ele ed. 
It is so understood “now that” 
Burns is beaten that the latter’s op- 


ponents in the two houses cannot help 
regretting that they cannot carry the 
victory still further and agree upon 
some good man. 

GREENWELL’'S PROPOSITION. 

Greenwell, who is a Bard man at 
heart, but who is voting for Grant, has 
gone so far as to try to get a confer-, 
ence, not a caucus, of Republicans, at 
which efforts should be made hy sixty-

SHERMAN TO BE BROUGHT HOME. 


Cruiser Chicago Ordered to Take 
Him Off the Parts. 
[ASSOCIATE REPORT.) 
WASHINGTON, March 16.—A_ tele- 
gram was received at the White House 
today from Colgate Hoyt, who is a 
traveling companion of” ex-Secretary 
Sherman, dated at Port du France, 
Island of Martinique, announcing that 
Mr. Sherman is suffering from an at- 
tack of pneumonia, and requesting that 
he be brought to the Unite# States on 
a government vessel. The message 
was sent to the Navy Department and 
Secretary Long immediately gave the

UNCLE SAM AND JAPAN. 


Extensive Changes in Their Rela- 
tions by the New Treaty. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, March 16.—Exten- 
sive changes in the relations between 
the United States and Japan will be 
brought about on July 17 next, when 
the new treaty between the two na- 
tions goes into effect. It was negoti- 
ated some weeks ago, but its actual 
operation was deferred so as to give 
for adjusting affairs to the 
changed conditions. 

Similar treaties have been made by 
Japan with most of the other first-class 
powers. The essential feature is. to 
give Japan a status as a modern na- 
tion, instead of imposing the restric- 
tions which she was under, along with 
China and other eastern\ countries, be- 
fore her chee to modern meth- 
ods. 

The entire ‘sutra territorial system is 
swept away by the new treaties. This 
gave to foreign powers, including the 
United States, the right to. try civil 
cases relating to their own citizens, in 
consular courts, instead of in the Japa- 
nese courts. Hereafter these foreign 


courts will be abolished and Japanese | 


courts will try all cases alike. Another 
feature is in opening up the entire in- 
terior of Japan to the capital and en- 
terprise, of foreign merchants.

SCURVY 
Disease and Death in Far North—Los 
Angeles Man Dies. 
[Assoc LATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
SEATTLE, March 16,.—News that 
scurvy was raging among ‘the pros- 
pectors of Copper River, Alaska, and 
that six men perished gree eold on 


the Valdes glacier in the first days of 
March was brought here tonight on 
the steamer Excelsior from the mouth 
of Copper River. She brought nearly 
100 passengers, forty of whom were 
suffering from. the scuryy.

All the bodies except that of Dr. Lo- 
gan were recovered and buried at 
Valdes. Ehrhardt, Miller and Alleman 
were members of the Scientific Pros- 
pecting Company of New York. 

They were all in one party. Late 
in February when they were encamped 
en the other side of the glacier, Ehr- 
hardt and Miller were taken sick with 
the «scurvy. It was decided to bring 
them out to Valdes. They were 
strapped on sleds and were drawn by 
the others. The party was successful 
in crossing the summit, and had 
started to cross the glacier when a 
blizzard came up. On the second of 
March, Dr. Barrett, who has a camp 
between the glacier and the summit, 
came into Valdes and inquired whether 
the party had arrived there. They 
had passed his place. and he was fear- 
ful that they had been lost in the 
etorm. A party of ten left Valdes to 
search for the men. It was a bitterly 
cold day. On the fourth bench of the 
glacier they found Ehrhardt and Miller 
strapped-to their sleds. Their bodies 
were not stiff, indicating they had been 
dead but a short time. Near by 
was found buried in a hole. 
His right hand was stretched above 
his head. At the foot of the bench the 
bodies of Ellerkamp and Alleman 
were found in a crevice. The body of 
Dr. Logan was not found and it is 
supposed that he wandered away from 
the trail in search of help.

NEW YORK, March 16—Joe Wal- 
cott, the colored pugilist, knocked out 
Billy Edwards of Australia at the 
Breagway Athletic Club tonight in 
the thirteenth round, of what was to 
have been a twenty-round bout. 

The men met at 148 pounds and Wal- 
cott was a very pronounced fuvcrite 
in the betting. The colored man was 
the aggressor and out-pointed the 
Australian. Edwards was remarkably 
game, but the onslaughts of the negro 
were too much for him, and after going 
down thrice in the thirteenth round he 
was knocked out. 

Walcott had Tom O'Rourke, George 
Dixon, Jack Dougherty and Charles 
Miller behind him as seconds, Ed- 
wards’s seconds were Dan Creedon, 
Tom Williams and Charley Peet. The 
principals appeared to be in excellent 
shape. Walcott was a two-to-one fav- 
orite in the betting. The opening round 
was not very lively, in fact it was 
rathér tame and honors were even, 
most of the punishment being deliv- 
ered on the body. In the next Walcott 
had much the better of the argument, 
landing rights and lefts on the face 
and body very effectively, while Ed- 
wards séemed to be unable to land a 

good blow. 

Yn the third round Edwards was still 

__very unsteady in his work, and Wal- 
ott was all over him continually. Ed- 
wards was sent nearly through the 
ropes with a terrible left on the wind 
and only saved himself from getting | 
out of bounds by grabbing Walcott by 
the legs early in the round. 

Edwards was much distressed when 
he returned to his corner. The Aus- 
tralian did a great deal of sprinting in 
the fourth, but Joe got to him fre- 
quently with both hands, bearing in all 
the time. Edwards landed a right on 
the body and a left on the .neck at 
close quarters, but Walcott went back 
at him savagely. In a break Walcott 
struck Edwards, and there were cries 
of ‘“‘foul,’”’ but the referee only cautioned 
the negro, and the men continued, Wal- 
cott having everything his own way. 

The fifth round showed no harm in 
Edwards, and Walcott sailed into him 
with left and right swings, which made

Edwards took desperate chances in 
the seventh. He fought very wildly,

judgment. Edwards hooked a hard left 
on Joe’s chin, jarring the negro’s head. 
Joe jumped hack with a vicious lef*- 
hand swing, which Edwards dodged. 

Walcott. still on the aggressive, 
forced his opponent all over the ring, 
landing lefts and rights on the body 
and head in the eighth. Once toward 
the end of this round Edwards landed 

_ @ hard left swing on the side of Joe’s 

/ head. which almost took him off his 
feet. Joe righted himself quickly and 
jumped back at Edwards, boring _ in 
with both hands till the bell rang. 

The ninth round found Walcott still 
forcing matters. Billy made several at- 
temps to counter his opponent's leads, 
but Walcott was too clever, and 
smashed Edwards repeatedly on the 
face with vicious lefts and jabs, crates 
him to the ropes frequently. 

Edwards was certainly very game, 
and came up readily for the’ tenth 
round, But gameness was of little 
use against the sledge-hammer _ blows 
which Walcott rained upon him. Ed- 
wards fell down in the middle of. the 
ring from a blow on the body and re- 
mained down nine seconds. Walcott 
flew at him like a game cock when 
he got up again and pummelled him 

. hard and fast tiil the gong sent them 
to their corners. 

Walcott opened the eleventh round 
with a hard left on the face, ard Billy 
clinched. Edwards swung his left to 
the jaw and Walcott sent his left to 
the stomach and his right over the_kid- 
nevs.

the men rushed to a clinch, after whica 
Edwards sent in a hard left on the 
wind.

As against 
this we. note that this week an order 
‘for about 8000 tons of cast-iron pipe for 
Buenos Ayres was lost by the American 
bidders, an English concern taking the 
order ax 12 cents per ton less than the 
American bid.*

ARIZONA’S PENSION gar 


RECOGNITION OF SERVICES OF THE 
“FATHER” OF THE TERRITORY. 


Led a Band of Prospectors to Ari- 
zona in 1854, and for Forty-five 
Years Has Heen One of the 
Ablest Champions cf the Great 
Southwestern Territory. 


In the Legislature of Arizona has 
just been passed an act conferring # 
pension of $25 a month upon Charles’ 
D. Poston, first Delegate to Congress 
from the Territory, styled in the bill 
“The Father of Arizona.”’ For more 
than a score of years Poston was @

leader in the Southwest. Today, 
broken and feeble in mind and strength, 
he stumps about Phoenix alone and 
neglected, almost destitute, in his*sev- 
enty-fourth year. 

Foston’s fivst venture into Arizona 
wus in 1854, when he explored the 
Apache country with an intrepid band 
of thirty California pfospectors. The 
Journey was made by way of Guaymas, 
Soncra. Several large deposits of rich 
silver ore were found not far from the 
encient Spanish pueblo of Tubac, and 
Postun, laden with mineral specimens, 
hurriead East. He readily secured the 
necessary financial assistance, at thy 
ehead of the company formed in Ne‘, 
York being S. P. (afterward general) 
Heintzelman. Nearly a million dollars 
was soon invested in mining machiners 
and in the development of the Arizon« 
properties. When the United States 
troops left the region at the outbreak 
of the civil war, the Confederates and 
Apaches alike closed in, and the works 
were abandoned, never again to be 
operated. A claim against the govern- 
-ment for the value of the property 
then destroyed by Apaches has for 
years. been the old man’s sole asset. 
Only last month was his evidence in 
the case taken at Tucson by an officer 

of the Department of Justice. 

In 1863, after serving Gem Heintzel- 
man for a while as aid, he became su- 
perintendent of Indian affairs in the 
Southwest, and as well Recorder of 
Dofia Ana county, N. M., in which 
county then lay the whole of what is 
now Arizona. While serving in the 
latter capacity he personally named 
the new Territory, and secured Presi- 
dent Lincoln’s signature to the act that 
granted separate government. 

In 1864 he was elected Arizona’s first 
Congressional representative, and in 
later years filed a number of diplo- 
matic appointments abroad and gov- 
ernmental positions In the Southwest. 
His travels have been extensive, and 
his memory is still active in catchy, 
personal reminiscences that vary from 
tales of pirates on the China Sea to 
the story how he promoted morality at 
Tubac by marrying to each other all 
the unattached male and female Mex!i- 
‘eans of the camp. In bygone days he 
issued several clever prose works, and 
his poetical productions of twe 
years ago are even now considered of 
rare merit.

The past week has again heon marked 
by dullness in real but the 
welcome rain which fell on Wednesday 
night has already given a better tone 
to the market, and it is expected that 
several important trades which have 
been hanging fire,.will be closed witSin 
the next few days. 

ECHO PARK. 

Reference was made sin this depart- 
need for im- 
provements in the-naturally attractive 
and picturesque northwestern seetion 
of the city. An important project for 
that part of the city is a proposed ex- 
tension of Echo Park in two directions 
—nerth and seuth—as rhown on the 
accompanying maps Councilman Baker 
and E. E. Botswick, a well-known res- 
ident of the Second Ward, who was 
formerly connected with the City Au- 


eaetate 


i diter'’s office, are endeavoring to secure 
options on this property, so that it may 


be added to the park. They have al- 
ready secured options on a majority of 
the lots. 

On the man the block south of the 
park contains twenty-six lots, which 
form a low, miasmatic hole, that is 
used for pasturage, and for catching 
all the drainage from the lake, making 
it a menace to health, and a most un- 
sightly and univiting entrance to the 
park from Temple street. On the north 
of the park the three blocks are nearly 


at Ban Bernardino, Chino and other on a level with the water in the lake, 


and the cattle and chickens find fair 
range most of the season. The lake is 
fed by: a zanja, which sometimes over- 
flows on portions of this land, and this 
overflow, together with" that which 
come sfrom rains, evaporates in the 
hot sun, causing a most disagreeable 
odor to rise, which is noticeable for 
scme distance. 

-_The street north of these three blocks 
is Sunset Boulevard, which has been 
eraded from Bellevue avenue to the 
entrance of Elysian Park, and upon 
which rur@® the Santa Monica electric 


railroad. This street will be tmproved 


as soon as the park is extended, and 
will make a beautiful drivewav be- 
tween the two parks. When the Third- 
Street tunnel is completed there will be 
a fine drivewav from the center of 
the city through te tunnel to Second 
street, via Lake ore avenue, past 
Echo Park. thence over Sunset Boule- 
vard through Elysian Park, the two 
last mentioned streets being eighty 
and 100 feet wide, respectively. 

This_improvement will do more for 
this section than anything ever before 
attempted. It is hoped that residents 
of the Second Ward will do all in their 
power to aid Councilman Baker in his 
efforts, and that these lots may be ob- 
tained as soon as possible. 
ANOTHER ORANGE GROVE SOLD. 

Sales of orange groves continue to be 
reported, at first-class prices, showing 
that investors begin to appreciate the 
fact that. owing to the destruction of 
the Ficrida groves, and the protection 
afforded by the increased duty, Cali- 
fornia orange groves will, from now on, 
he a good thing to own. The Riverside 
Press recently reported the sale to J. 
C. Rau of Pasadena of the twenty- 
acre grove of John Hogan, for the good 
price of $12,000. The trees are onlv 
ave ooh old, but the grove is said to 
rave produced $3000 wo 
$5090 worth of fruit this

Those who have not been out on the 
road to Pasadena for some time would 
be surprised to note the numerous

Then, again, the development 
of outside flelds, where there is ample 
acreage to he had, and much better 
chances for. profit, is diverting the ate 
tention of oil men from. the inside 
fleids. 

THE REAL ESTATE OUTLOOK. 

The Chicago Economist recently had 
the following in regard to the outlook 
of real estate throughout the country: 

“The common saying, and a correct 
one, is that real estate is the last, 
thing to recover, and most observers 
have given that interest a year or two 


yet to get Into a good position. Recent 
signs indicate that: that. 1s a tonger 
time than is necessary. There is al-- 
ready an unmistakable revival in the 
realty trade. From all the cities of tha 
country comes the same statement 
that the rent market is better, that 


capitalists are picking up cheap prop- 
erties, that vacant lands are sought for 
and that large improvements are proe 
jected. These things are a little mora 
pronounced than West of the Alles 
ghanies,’’

iri the case of the Rogers Park Water 
Company vs. Fergus, recently decided 
by the Supreme Court of ILilinois, and 
reported in the Chicago Legal News, ft 
appeared that the village of Rogers 
Park by ordinance fixed for thirty years 
rate which the company should 
charge private individuais for water.

REAL ESTATE AND LEGISLATION, 

The American Land and Title Regige 
ter. in a recent issue, said: 

“Real estate interests are closely 
bound up with all fegisiation affecting 
the methods by which title is obtained 
and preserved, and this gives io the 
movement to simplify transfers and to 
insure—absolute and indisputable 
tainty to title an importance that ean<- 
not be overestimated. So large a pro- 
portion of litigation eoncerns titles to 
land. so insecure.is every iitle against 
possible—attack, so fncreasingly—ex- 
pensive and diffi€ult are the transfers, 
that laws that will remove these 
hindrances to the facile change of 
ownership and will increase values by 
diminishing risks and «xpenses, should 
have the hearty support of every one 
who does not-meke his living 6ut of 
the impediments. 

“This makes the movements in Ldg- 
islatures now in session to tecure-- the 
Torrens system of transfer and titles 
‘matter of interest to real estate owne- 
ers. The Minnesota Legislature opened 
consideration by getting from the At- 
torney-General an opinion as to the 
possible conflict of the reform with 
any constitutional provision. His reply 
was, on the whole, favorable, end a bill 
has been introduced in the Senate pro- 
viding for a commission to draw a bill 
on the Ijnes indicated by the Attorney- 
General. The matter was .aken up by 
the real estate boards of St. Louis and 
Kansas City, and a bill has been in- 
troduced in the lower house of the 
Missouri Legislature. The bill abolishes

JOSEPH MEDILL. 

The press dispatches this morning 
bring news of the death of Hon, Jo- 
seph Medill, proprietor of the Chicago 
Tribune, which occurred at San Anto- 
nio, Tex., early yesterday morning. 
Mr. Medill was born in New Bruns- 
wick, in the year 1823, and was, there- 
fore, 76 years of age at the time of 
his death. He had been in somewhat 
feeble health for some years past, und 
the announcement of-his death, though 
coming with great suddenness, will not 
be altogether a surprise to those con- 
versant with the infirm state of his 
health. . 

Mr. Medill may be said to have been 
one of the charter members of the 
Republican party, having assisted in 
the preliminary work of its organiza- 


tion in 1854, and in -its more complete 


organization in 1856. Although, in his 
earlier years, he studied law, the 
greatef portion of his life work was 
in the field of journalism, which ab- 
sorbed his activities for a period of 
about fifty years. During the larger 
portion of this half century of active 
journalistic work, he..was_ connected 
with the Chicago Tribune, at first as 
part owner, and later as the principal 
proprietor. The great success of that 
splendid newspaper is undoubtedly cue 
in chief part to the untiring devotion, 
wise judgment, and high moral cour- 
age of Mr. Medill, which placed it in 
the front rank among the great news- 
papers of the country. For more than 
a quarter of a century he had been edi- 
tor-in-chief of the Tribune, and as 
such its controlling spirit. In this 
broad and fruitful field he exercised 
a tremendous influence upon _ the 
thought and the events of his time; 
a more potent influence, beyond a 


doubt, —thanthat—exercised by most 


public men in positions of the highest 
trust and responsibility. 

-Mr. Medill was a man of strong per- 
sonality, or pronounced opinions, and 
of great firmness in maintaining his 
convictions. The Chicago Tribune is 
an enduring monument to his large ex- 
ecutive ability, and to his mastery. of 
the many and diverse conditions which 
go to make up the magic word, “‘Suc- 
om. 

Though a partisan, in the highest 
and best sense of the term, Mr. Medill 
was never a slavish adherent to party 
methods, principles; and men. He 
maintained a certain independence of 
thought and action, which made his 
newspaper both respected and feared, 


—by friends as_well as by foes. Its suc- 


cess has been due in no small degree 
to this independent attitude. No truly 
great journal can consistently be other- 


wise than independent, for independ-. 


ence is essential to self-respect. - 
Mr. Medill was one of the most 
widely-known men in the United 
States. He had friends and acquaint- 
ances in nearly all sections of the 


country. Not a few of these are in 


Southern California. where he had 
spent some of his winters. The tid- 
ings of his death will cause widespread 
sorrow, for he was as widely respected 
and esteemed as he was widely known. 
Peace to the ashes of a noble man, a 
loyal friend, a true patriot, a genuine 
American at nd a great journalist!

perial county. We cannot, however, 
believe that, in taking this’ narrow and 
selfish view of the situation, the Sun 
represents the people of San Bernar- 
dino, any more than the papers of that 
city represented public opinion in the 
matter of the Chamber of Commerce 
exhibit.

about 11 o’clock. 

During the remainder of the day the 
sky was clear overhead, but so far as 
the eye could carry it could be seen 
that there was a heavy wall.of clouds 
hanging over the mountains, and it 
seems certain that on the mountains 
the rainfall will prove to have been 
much heavier than in the valleys. In 
the city the rainfall up to 5 o’clock had 


amounted to .84 of an inch, and from 


that time up to midnight there was 
little added to the total. -

many points, it appears that the storm 
treated all parts of Southern Califor- 
nia in about the same way, save that 
a preference was shown to the higher

The testimony received from many 
quarters seems to warrant the sum- 
ming up of the crop prospects at the 
present time about as follows: 
Wild feed—There is no great encour- 
agement for stock-raisers, though the 
conditions will probably be somewhat 
improved. 

Grain—There is no basis on which to 
expect a full crop without additional 
rains, though the grain will generally 
be able to prosper for some weeks on 
the rain which has fallen. There has 
been enough rain in most cases to war- 


rant an expectation of a fair yield of 


grain hay at least. 

Sugar beets—The outlook is for a falr 
crop and good acreage. 

Hay—The crop of alfalfa should be 
an average, with the additional yield 
of several thousands of acres of new 
acreage. 

Beans—There is basis for expecting a 
fair yield. 

Deciduous fruits—There is every rea- 
son to expect at least an average yield 
per tree, while the number of trees in 
bearing, especially of apricots and 
apples, is much in excess of that of 
last year. 

Citrus fruits—The yield of -the next 
twelve months is almost sure to greatly 


| exceed that of, any previous year.

To now repeal that ordinance, or to 
reduce the limit so that further terri- 
tory is. thrown open for oil develop- 
ment, would be a fraud upon those 
persons who expended their money in 
good faith.

“Resolved, that we, as citizens of Los 
Angeles, call the attention of the Hon- 
orable City Council to the foregoing

It fs 
also almost certain that the sugges- 
tions of the Mayor, that restaurants 
“which sell liquors be made to pay a 
license the same as saloons, will not be 
followed strictly, if at all. It is certain 
that: there will be some changes in the 
license ordinance, but beyond deciding 
almost certainly not to have saloons 
open all night, and not to. plac: res- 
taurants and other businesses on the 
same basis as saloons, the Finance 
Committee, to whom the entire matter 
has been referred, has not definitely 
decided upon just what they will do. 
The subject has not been considered in 
committee alone, but the members of 
the committee have called into con- 
sultation all the other members of the 


Council, to ascertain what their views 
on the subject are, and to exchange 
opinions with them. There has heen 
no formal conference of 
men as vef. but when the Finance Com- | 
mittee is ready to submit its own 
proposition, it will corsidered 
privately by the several members of 


the Council before it is made public. 
The committee does not desire an open 
fight in the Council, and there is now 
no prospect of any contest, and before 
the report of the committee is pre- 
sented in an open meeting of the Coun- 
ei). it will-be known just what the at- 
titude of the several] members toward 
it will be. 

Unless there is some change in the 
opinions of the members of the com- 
mittee between now and the time that 
their report is made, it is probable

ST. PAUL BELLIGERENT. 


A French Blacksmith Put Under 
Heavy Peace Bonds. 

A French blacksmith named Michael 
St. Paul, for twenty-three years a resi- 
dent uf San Gabriel, has developed such 
a beilicose spirit that he has been 
placed uncer $1000 bords by Justice 
Wilson to keep the peace toward ihe 
public generally, and toward his wife 
particularly. 

Mrs. Natalie St. Paul having had 
nine or ten years of marital experience 
with the blacksmith, quite recently 
filed her suit in divorce, alleging ex- 
treme cruelty. Pending a determina- 
tion of the suit the court placed all 
of the community property in her 
charge, and thereupon St. Paul tre- 
moved to this city. 

He made frequent trips to San G2- 
briel to see, as he contended, that ms 
wife was not making away with the 
property, but, as she averred, for tne 
purpose of making her life miserable, 
and indulging in threats against her 
life. 

About a week ago, and while inspired 
by his favorite stimulant, St. TDaul 
took twenty cartridges loaded 
buckshot,. a shotgun. and a revolver, 
and told his friends he was going guh- 
ning down at San Gabriel, ani that 
with his wife dead and himself dead 
there would be a good story ¢or the 
These threats scared his 
ecquaintances, and they telephoned to 
the officers to Watéh for the figtiting St. 
Paul. The San Gabriel constables dis- 
covered the Frenchman drinking in a 
saloon. He had a horse and buggy in 
which he made his trips from this city, 
and he contrived to upset the vehicle 
and get spilled into the road. He was 
thereupon arrested and relieved of his 
weapons and locked up. For this he 
was fined $5. On Wednesday he was 
examined for having uttered threats 
against his wife, and as the evidence 
was eonclusive, Justice Wilson held St. 
Paul in $1000 bonds to keep the peace.

age to the fruit crop through the frcst, 
such damage extending all the way 
from Michigan to Louisiana. Eastern 
dealprs agree that California should 
“this receive top prices for its fruit. 

About the only damage done in this 
section by frost during the past winter 
was the freezing of some late celery 
in the Westminster section, and the de- 
struction of a good many lemons in 
Santa Barbara county. One lemon- 
grower not far from Santa Paula re- 
ports the destruction of 75 per cent. of 
his ‘crop.

chance, have been submitted to the 


“State Board of Horticulture for exam-_ 


ination during the past two years. The 
greater portion of these possess merit, 
but are said by the board to be lack- 
ing in distinctive features to entitle 
them to be placed on the list of 
“worthy” kinds. In the report is given 
a partial list of new.prune and plum 
creations, which it is believed may su- 
persede their parent or mother types. 
Some of these new fruits appear, from 
the description given, to be likely to 


make quite an impression in the hor-. 


ticultural world. A brief reference to 
some of these fruits will be of inter- 
est to readers of The Times: 

{Phe first of these novelties noticed 
is the sugar prune, an extremely early 
prune, which ripens about August 1. 
It is said to cure very well, with yel- 
low flesh, tender and rich in sugar 
juice. The skin is described as very 
tender, at first of a light purple tint 


. with green, changing at maturity to 


dark purple covered with a thick white 
bloom. The average size of this prune 
is fifteen to the pound, which is two- 
or three times larger than the petite 
or ordinary French prune. The tree is 
said to be an unusually vigorous-grewer 
and very productive. It is estimated 
that one pound of fresh fruit would 
make half a pound when cured, 

The Splendor is a prune raised from 
the seed of a French prune. The fruit 
averages twice as large as the French 
prune and the trees are said to be even 
more productive, bearing the fruit low 
down on the branches, thus avoiding 
breakage. The flesh is yellow, rich and 
sweet, though not so firm as the ordi- 
nary French prune. The only objec- 
tion to this prune is said to be that it 
clings to the tree instead of falling 
when ripe, like the. French prune. 

The Giant is described as follows in 
the report: “Parentage same as Splen- 
dor. One of the largest of all known 
p $s or prunes well-grown fruit av- 

raging nearly three inches long by 
two inches in shortest diameter. Skin 
with numerous yellow 
dots, flesh yellowish, rather firm, rich, 
sweet, delicious to eat fresh. Pit me- 
dium or small, for so large a prune, 
flat; nearly smooth, Freestone when 
fully ripe. Not recommended for dry- 
ing. as it is too large and shrinks heav- 
ily. Tree a very strong grower and con- 
stant bearer. Specially valuable for 
shipping and for growing in the warmer 
parts of the State. Originated by Lu- 
ther Burbank of Santa Rosa.”’ 


A considerable amount of space is 
devoted in the report to a description 
of the new plum of the prune tree, 
known as the Imperial Epineuse which 
was imported into the State from 


France by Felix Gillet of Nevada City 


in 1883, and by John Rock of Niles in 
1885. This is described as one of the 
largest plums known in this State of 


- the prune type. It grows to an extraor- 


dinary size under favorable conditions, 
weighing when fresh as much as eight. 
to the pound. The flesh is tender, but 
not rich in sugar juice. The tree is vig- 


_orous. The testimony of several grow- 


ers is given as to the drying qualities 
of this prune. In France this prune is 
packed in glass jars and sold at fancy

The Olive in California. 
LIVE culture continues to receive 
much attention from horticulturists 
in this section, and many inquiries 
are being made as to the reason for 
the non-bearing of some groves. In a 
paper read at Redlands a couple of 


months ago by J. A. Brown of Hemet, 


appeared some interesting points re- 
garding olive culture in this section. 
Mr. Brown showed that it is not sur- 
prising that mistakes have been made, 
when we consider that the olive indus- 
try of Italy is the development of cen- 


turies, whereas we in California, 
with characteristic push and im- 
pulse, in five years’ time, and 


largely on untried ground, planted out 
about 25,000 acres. Much of this plant- 
ing was done on arid ground, where 
there was no natural tree growth, and 
without any provision for irrigation, 
overlooking the difference in rainfall! 
between Southern California, and the 
olive-growing sections of Europe, 

In regard to the method of propagat- 
Brown expressed 2 
doubt which has been heard before 
from some who have had considerable 
experience in the culture of the olive. 
He said: 

_ “Tt has been a question in my mind 
whether the custom followed by nur- 
serymen here of growing all varieties 
of olive trees on their own roots gs 
is certainly at variance with methods 
followed by olive-growers in Italy so 
far as I have been able to _ learn. 
Three years ago I set out 40) trees of 
several varieties that were budded on 
Richolim roots, that being the nearest 
approach to the seedling that we have. 
These, also planted on the poorest 
ground in the orchard, now show re- 
markable vigor and growth, and [I feelj| 
satisfied that the claim made for them 
—that they will thrive with less irri-

ation, longer, bear bettew and te 
less liable to disease—will be realized.” 

As others have done, Mr. Brown 
urges’the im portance of educating the 
eastern public to appreciate California 
ripe pickled olives. So long, however, 
as this is left to individual effort, it 
is not likely that much will be accom-' 
plished. Such work is expensive, and 
if done at all must be taken up by 4 
combination of olive-growers and oth- 
ers interested in the industry. 


To Deciduous Fruit-growers: _

California will have something of 
a crop of deciduous fruit this year.’

There still remains the necessity for 
such action on the part of fruit-grow- 


ers as will secure assurance of ihe | 
profitable marketing of the coming. 
crop. 

During the past few months the 


progress in organizing all other ines 
‘of industry and’ trede has been the 
most extraordinary ever known. 

This has been accompanied by a gen- 
eral rise of prices of the products ¢con- 
trolled by these erganizations—a _per- 
fectly natural result, but one most ép- 
pressive to producers not thus organ- 
ized. 

The past season has made it more 
than plain that fruit-growers must or- 
ganize to protect and to promote their 
interests. Growers of deciduous fruits 
in California have this year lost a 
million or more of dollars by lack of 
such organization, by means of Which 
they might have secured prices justified 
by the scanty fruit product. 
they lose other millions this year, be- 
cause of their unwillingness to work 
together for the common advantage of 
all. Let us hope not. 

The Southern. California Deciduous 
Fruit Exchange was organized in June, 
1898. and has had a most prosperous 
year up to date, having sold the apri- 
cots. walnuts, peaches and prunes of its 
members at the very highest market 
prices. and at less expense to {ts mem- 
bers than the customary charges. 

It has, to a considerable’ extent, 


helped all deciduous-fruit producers 


Southern California, but in no such 
measure as it has helped its members, 


nor as it would have done had all or } 


nearly all growers, been a part of it. 
The effort must now be made to in- 
crease its membership by enlarging 


that of the ‘present axuiliary local as-. 


sociations. and by organizing other 
such associations in other localities. 

After considerable correspondence 
with the officers of the Pacific Coast 
Prune Association, at San José, terms 
have been agreed upon, by Which this 
exchange will heartily codperate with 


that organization in the work of or- | 


ganizing the prune interest of _ this 
whole coast, and will help to secure 
the signing of the prune contracts {n 
this part of the State. - 

Meetings of fruit-growers should be 
arranged for as soon as possible in all 
of the chief fruit sections of Bouthern 
California. and correspondence in ref- 
erence to this, or to anything else con- 
nected with the work of organization 
is earnestly solicited.

Fertilizing Qualities of®Cactus. 

T IS strange that no one has ever 

written of the fertilizing qualities of 

cactus as a dry-year fertilizer. Much 
has been said of it as a food for cattle 
and hogs, but few people believe in its 
availability, on account of the thorns. 

On our ranch is about a quarter of 
an acre of the mission variety of cac- 
tus, of which during last summer and 
fall a Mexican gathered the leaves and 
fed to his hogs, keeping them in good 
condition through the long. drouth. 
Twenty years ago, when my father 
bought this ranch part was grown over 
with-cactus. This he got rid of by pil- 
ing straw and brush on and burning it, 
The thorns were burned off and the 
cactus plowed under. Although it is 
from sixteen to twenty years since it 
was plowed under, the grain grows 
thriftier in these places than on any 
other part of the ranch. Last year 
when it was so dry these patches 
looked like oases in a desert, standing 
tall and green beside the dry and 
shriveled grain on all sides. To fer- 
tilize, the thorns must be burned off, as 
decay sets in quicker when the leaf is 
scorched; otherwise it will preserve its 
green state for quite a long time. 
Placed around trees it not only has 
wonderful power of fertilizing, but 
takes the place of irrigation, for it sup- 
plies moisture for a great length of 
time, as our grain land shows. 

In years like the present, when trees 
will die for want of water, you that 
live in the parts of country ‘where cac- 
— is plenty should try it and you will 
only be surprised but delighted 
with the result. Cactus will yet prove 
to be a dry-year friend.

MENTRE’S BONES FOUND. 
Mysterious Disappearance of Twelve 
Years Ago Explained. 

The bones of Peter Mentre, who mys- 
teriously disappeared from the home 
of his son in the Pico Cafion, were 
found day before yesterday in_ the 
mountains about four miles from New- 
hall, where they had lain for more than 

twelve years. 
- One bright September day in 18586, 
the old man left the home of his son 
with whom he had been living, to 
walk to Newhall and return, upon 
some light errand. That was the last 
ever seen of him. After waiting a 
reasonable length of time for his re- 
turn, the son took the trail to hunt for 
his missing sire. He was joined in the. 
search by neighbors, and for three 
weeks the mountain sides and ravines 
in the neighborhood of Newhall were 
scoured for some trace of the missing 
man, but not a sign pointing to his 
fate was ever discovered. At last the 
search was abandoned and the incident 
was wellnigh forgotten until a wan- 
derer in the mountains last Wednes- 
day came across a human skeleton and 
some shreds of clothing on a high ridge 
about fuur miles east of Newhall. The 
remains were identified by the few rags 
and trinkets accompanying them as 
those of Mentre. Coroner Holland was 
notified by telephone of the find, but 
he did not deem an inquest necessary. 

Peter Mentre was a native of France 
and was 77 years old at the time of 
his disappearane. His son, who still re- 
sides in Pico Cafion, where he is em- 
ployed as an engineer at the oil wells, 


is satisfied that the bones found are 


those of his father, and has given them 
decent burial The spot where the bones 
were found is close by the trail leading 
from the cafion to Newhall. The sup- 
position is that the old man, after 
climbing the ridge, either going to or 
returning from Newhall, lay down un- 
der a lump of bushes near the path to 
rest, and died from a sudden attack of 
iliness or exhaustion.

THE SWEETWATER SYSTEM. 

The water consumers under the Sweet- 
water system and the local managers of the 
San Diego Land and Town Company have 
come to an agreement regarding the dispo- 
sition of the water supply during the sum- 
mer. The arrangement provides that any 
consumer may contract for water at 5 cents 
a thousand gallons to carry him over until 
rain enough falls to permit irrigation from 
the Sweetwater. dam. The company agrees 
to endeavor to develop sufficient water, by 
sinking wells and pumpine to supply all the 
consumers under its system, who, it is esti- 
mated, will require at least 1000 inches per- 
petual flow. The contracts have been for- 
warded to the Land and Town Company's 
office in Boston for approval.
